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A Suggestion. 

Considering the great liability of Potatoes 
to disease, and their limited real va ue es food, 
we suggest that it may be profitable next 
season to devote a portion of the lan! usual- 
ly planted to potatoes, to the Chinese Suga 
Cane, provided a sufficient amount will be 
raised in your veighborhoed to warrant the 
procurement, by lease or purchuse, of a good 
crushing will and evaporator. Let the mat 
t r be carefully considered, and also discuss: d 
in the colau ns of the Farmer This will be 
ono of the ways to nake the Farmer pay a 
round interest in tangitle dollars urd cents, 
Unless it can be mace to do this, don’t tuke 
it. Itis no time to pxy out your money for 
the sake of patronizing this paper. But ve 


ask that full justice be dore it in making the 
estimate. 


Hints on the Potato. 

From an ¢laverste article in a recent num 
ber of the Journal of the West of England 
Society, on the potato cu ture, from the peu 
of Dr. Lang, in which many important points 
are discussed, the folluwing conclusions are 
deduced : 

1. Early Planting in dry, clean, and well- 
prepared ground, is essential. 

2. White potatoes are less liable to che 
disease, ard thercfure to be preferred to the 
colored g irts. 








3 The soil iv nv case produces or tr fluen- 
ces the discase. 

4, The disesse is of a fungoid character, 
ivereased in activity by atmospheric ¢ uses. 

5 All heterogeneous manures are i: jurious, 

6 Lime and salt, mixed in the proportion 
of 8 tons of lime with 3 ewt. of common salt, 


is the best manure; and this is the quar tity 
req lired to the acre. 


7. Potatoes that ripen earliest should be 
exclusively grown. 

8. As socn us the disease appears, earthing 
up the stalks repeatedly wich fiue earth from 
the center of the trench is the only effectual 
preventive to its ravuges. To this operation 
the author corBequently attaches the g:vatest 
j "portance. 

9 We: exhumed, sunlight appears to ar

Origia of the Concord Grape. 

In a remote part of tie garden of a Mr. 
Bull, residing vear Bostcn, a wild vine bad 
sprung up, from seed accidentally dropped, 
us the owner supposed, which in its gevera 
appearance and characte r, very much resem- 
led the wild grape, but whose fruit was ve- 
ry sweet, ripering the lust of August. Ile re 
moved it to the trellis, neur his Catawba, and 
other vines, giving it good cultivation; gath 
ered the crop when matured, and plauted the 
seeds from which be slec ed what is now su 
widely and sv favorably known among horti 
culturists as the Concord grape. 

The editor of tue New England Farmer 
speaking of a visic to the Cunccrd, in Mr, 
Bull’s grounds, in 1854, says: 

We tound the old parea vine one mass cf 
branches, foliage, and fi uit; some of the lexve- 
measured thir eeo inches in breadth, and the 
clusters geves and a half ineles louy, aud five 
and a Lalf broad across the shoulduis; this, 
too, on the eighth of August! Indeed, the 
clusters fully average iu s z+, those on the 
vines of the Hamburg, uuder glass. Two 
vines f ur years plauted out, and running ov 
cra trellised arbor, bud euch abvut sx'y 
bunches, several of them of the s.ze just 
named This was altogether too large a cro 
for vines of that age to bear; thirty ¢ usters 
oo each, or sixty on Doth, would be an ample 
crop; bat Mr. Ball intends that all may know 
what the vine will do; and that the grapes 
may be tasted frecly, he declines to redace 
the number, though it may greatly increase 
the siz: and beauty of the clusters. Not a 
speck of mitiew sor rot has been seen, ani 














that even the thrip seems tu keep shy of tnis 
variety, preferring the tender foliage of the 
Isabelia Of the hardiness « f the Concord we 
exn only say, that, with the thermometer at 
28 degrees below Z-ro, last winter, pot an inch 
of wood was injured; while the Isabella was 
killed in some parts of Concord to the ground.”

The quince sh: uld have a rich, de+p mel- 
low soil Although the roors spread near 
the surface, depth of svil is needed to guard 
agaist drought, to which the tree is very 
scnsitive ‘Tie apple quince is must prolific, 
and the fruit is geueraily preferred to other 
varieties. D ep cultivation, such ag is re- 
quired for the standard pear, will not do for 
the quince, because of the shallow cepth at 
which the roots grow A light hoeing, aud 
mulching with tan bark, leaves, straw, or oth- 
cr suitable materia!, must be depe-ded on to 
kcep down weeds aud supp'y m:isture. Aa 
uppdual dressing of the surtace with salt is 
generally recommended, but respecting the 
utility of this we have some doub's. Little 
pruning is needed, only enough to clear out 
suckers and sprouts, aid prevent robbing of 
the branches. ‘The appie tree borer often 
attacks ths truok, acd tbe same precau iou is 
necessary for prevention as in the case of the 
apple tree. 

The quince is easily propagated by cuttings 
or layers Seedlings are bot certain to be 
trae t2 kind, and it is therefore- preferable to 
procure stock trom a g: owing tree, if roored 
plants of knowu variety canuot be obtained

Bread Making. 

Instead of wetting the flour with simple 
water take two or three pou: ds of wheat bran 
and boil it in two gallons of wat r. Wheo 
the goodness is extracted from the bran, du 
ring which tiie the liquor will waste half a 
gallon or 89, strain it and let it cool, When 
i: is cooled down to the temperature of new 
wilk, mix it with twenty five pounds of flour 
and as much salt and yeast as would be useful 
for other bread ; knead it exceedingly well ; 
let it rise before the fice and bake it in small 
loaves. S.nall loaves are preferable to large 
ones, because they take the heat more equal 
ly. 

Phere are two advantages in making bread 
with bran water instead of plain water; the 
one beiny in the considerable nourishinent in 
bran, which is thus ex racted and added to 
the bread; the other tha: flour imbibes much 
mure of bran water than it does of simple wa 
tir; so much more as to give in the brea 
produced almost a fifth in weight more thau 
the same quantity of flour made up with 
plain water would have done. These are im- 
portant cousiderations to those who wish to 
practice a wise economy: Besides there are 
substances extracted from the bran that are 
highly conducive to bealtu and which the 
white wheat bread as commonly made, is Ce-

Guano and the home-made ar icle, hen 
inan ire, are also excellent, and should be ap 
plied at tne present time; iu tact, the full or 
early winter is decivedly ihe best for mavu 
ring pears. Dig the svil in a circle at least as 
large as the branches of the tree extend, and 
apply the manare liberally = 1f you have pears 
growing together in an orchard, work the 
whole of the ground and manure equally 
over the surface.

a diovse. Drain the land throughly, if the 
water lies on the surface tor over an houi 
afier raiu, or if the sub soil is wet —[Ohio 
Farmer.

Causes of Feriility in Soils, 

In a letter to the Now York Farmers? 
Club, Prof 8. W. Jocnsun, of Yale College, 
Bare: 

Tne labors of chemi ts to discover postive 
ly all ihe causes of the fertility «f soils, have 
not yet met witb conclusive success. The 
mechanical struc! ure of the soi! is of primary 
importance. N.ked rock grows lichen—the 
same rock crushed into coaise grairs growe 
a much higher order of vegetable—pulve:- 
ized tin, the cereals grow in it. Geology, 
chemi-try, bota y, physiology, metevrology, 
mechanics, bydrodynamies, beat, light ava 
electricity, are all intimately combined in the 
grand pro ess of vegetation. ‘There are san 
dy sos ip our Eastarn Sta es, whieh, with 
out manure, yield meagre crops of rye and 
buckwheat; but there are saud)y soils in Ohio, 
which, without mawure, yield ou un averoge 
eighty bu-b« ls of Jedian corm an acre, and 
have yielded it fur tweuty to fitty years in 
unbroken succession, the ingredivuts of these 
soils being, by chemical avalysis the sa:e.— 
At presen:, no ciff rence is known between. 
them «Xcept the coarseness of the portic. ex 
the first being coarse, while the Onio sand i- 
an exceedingly fine powder.

Bean Meal for Pigs. 

In England, on tne cont uent, the prac 
ice prevails quite extensively, of feeding 
pigs and young swine on bean-neal. The 
beans are ground the same as corn or wheat 
with us, T.e Mark lune Express says on 
this subjec!: 

“A satscriber wishes usto inform him 
what is the best tvod fur fatting pigs? I 
ave mysel tried veariy every description of 
rood, and never have !ouod anything to pro 
duce so much weight, or so fin: meat,in a 
yiveu time, as bean meal Some pigs fed 
with fuod mixed with fiue toppings, weighed, 
at six wonths od,two bundred and eighty 
pounds, and the pork was allowed to be ex- 
tromely tender. I last y:ar tried to fatten 
h.gs on grey pras alone, and giving them 
milk to drink. The animals took on fat 
rapid y, but did vot acq :ire so great a weight 
as those fed on bear meal.” The ‘egumes 
are all of them ex ele :t food for swine. 

When peasand beans have got wet and 
meuldy to au ex'ent which readers them avfit 
for culinary purposes, they siould have seal- 
ding water poured ever them, after being al- 
luwed to dry be reduced to meal for swine.

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Low Branching Fruit Trecs, 
BY WILLIAM BACON KICHMOND, MASS. 

In years gone by, as remaiving trecs in old 
orchards show, there was an almo:t univers 
sal practice of throwing the tree-tops high 
into the air; first, by allowing the tranks to 
arise son.e six or cight fe t befure they throw 
out branches; aud second, by pruniig the 
branebes near the truuk, leaving merely a 


‘tuft of limbs at the extremities cf the nake i 


arins. These outsid: tree heads, fo med on 
branches that had the appearance of artificial 
trces thhown out from the trunk, of course 
receded further from the maiu body of the 
tree euch year. 

Tce disadvantages of this way of growing 
trees are, t' eir greater liabiliily to be shakeu 
and broken by high winds; the lo: ger the 
lever, the greater t e poser ia raising heavy 
bodies ; the farther the hcavy Wee tep is re 
moved from the earth, the wore pover the 
wiod wili exert to overturn a tree. Then the 
branc. es are more liubie to be brokeu by tie 
weight of the top being for removed from 
the truok, or, if no: d.recily broken, they are 
severely twisted, and thus made uuhealthy, 
which in due tine, insures their decay. 

‘The fruit on sach t:ees is muck more lia- 
ble to be prematurely blown off by nigh 
wnds; they are gathered with much more 
diffical y when vw ature. If the tree is shaken, 
as is still the custom with many, it is sadly 
bruised by the fall from these high tree tops ; 
and if picke.! off, the danger to life and lib, 
in the operation is increased in a greater ru 
tio thau the increasivg distanee trom the 
ground. 

But there is yet another o! jection to thi 
method of tree-torming fa'ly equal to, if not 
greater thin all others. Sap is the :ile «1 
the tree, and the excess of sap goes to ;er 
fect tbe fruit. The longer the trank ani 
branches of the tree, the more of this musi 
go to support the wood ; the » ore toe small 
branches are thrown into tufts at the «extrem. 
ities of large limbs, the fewer will be tie 
leaves to elaborate sap for the nourishment 
of the tree, and perfection of the fiuit 3 con 
sequently a feeble tree ands nall and inferio: 
fruii will, in the end, be the result of the mis 
erah'e system 

By the above noted system of tree- growing, 
they are more exposed to the ravages of in 
sects. The more bare wood, aud greater ex 
posure of it to atmuspheric changes, the 
feebler the trec, a d more subject to attacks, 
not Ouly of the hosts of animal de. redators 
that feed most greedily upon such trees ; 
lichens gather ov them more readily aud feed 
on ther very vituls. Any one must know 
that these evils caunot be so readily conteud- 
ed with on a high, ill-shaped tree as when 
near the surfuer; so that, be-ides the in 
creased amou.t of danger trom tbe evils 
alluded to the difficulty of obviating them 
is 80 much inereascd that in a sort of indo 
lent discour.gewent, they are neglected, aud

When vature raises trees she does it on her 
own economic: | plan—one best calculated to 
give heal b and long life to her subjects. In 
the forest we see trees shoot up their te |, 
mast like trunks with a fev brane ws at t! ei:

surrounding trces w.ilu the forcs 
but remove the burden of timLer, and how 
the remaining trecs are reeked and shaken by 
the wind! How ofien their beautitul heads 
are decupiiate i by the raging storm! Who 
ever Saw such trees on the borde: of a woud 
wt, or stundig in is latcd positions ab ui 
fielis 2 Sach trces, if on the borver of wocd 
lands, throw Out bravches near the ground, to 
suield the body of the tree from storms and 
suubeams And the specimen of unrivalled 
symmetry in the field—bow low its brane.es, 
aud how beautiful it throws iis long arm- 
abroad. Yet these arms are not the uaked 
vves that iuvite disease, but all along their 
length they throw out little branches, fro: 
eaca of which a clum> of leaves appear t 
aid in furnishing the tree with healthy Ife 
blood. If these branches become too numer 
ous, or if the weaker inierfe: e with the strong 
er, Lature prunes aud casts cff what is super 
fl us. 

But to our fruit trees, The best + pecime: 
of an apple tree we ever saw, miude its bead 
so car the grou.d tnat a pe:son cin wi.hout 
d ficulty step ito the lower brauches, and 
these branches spread so low that the frui: 
can be gathe ed without difficully by a persur 
the ground. They are long 
branches, and the top of a tree forms a sym 
metrical hemi-phere. Neither the ax nor th 
suw has been accessory to formi g that tree 
head. ‘The band and the pruvmy kuifs ai 
rected the first sturting of these brauches 

ud here they stop; ed, unless two combatant 
branches, so inte:fered with each other: 
rigsts that one of them must be removed —-

Tuis tree top is so dense and go wide, that 
the ho midsuamer suu cannot send bis fiery 
rays lo scuich the unprotected part cf the 
tree. ‘ihey fell up nis leafy bead, and the 
warm atinospbere is d.ffused along the truvk 
and among the branches. No insects have 
ever disturbed the tree, unless it were some 
straggling worm tiat so far forzot the rules 
of pro;riety and ho:or as to commence its 
web among its branehes. And, what is far 
better, iL has vever faled of a crop since it 
commenced bearing. 

Low trees come into leaf, flower, ete., earl 
ier thao tall ones A pear tree seven feet 
high bad branches within a foot of the surfice 
of the grovnd. ‘The lower bianches were iu 
full leaf before the buds on the top of the 
tree had developed tie color of the leaf— 
Acd a plum tre, sith bruneies near tbe 
ground, gave blossous on the lower branches 
trom # we. k to ten days earlier Lian they ap 
peared iu the upper pact cf the tee.

the difference coutinay in the same ratio 
through the season, and .many of our fraits 
would be raised in much higher perfection 
tban they now are 

We have no doubt but many of our old 
orchards have been injured more by injudi- 
cious over pruning than in any other way.— 
Tree pruning was almost a maria It must 
be done every spring ‘The lower liub must 
be taken off, and that branch praned as far 
Out us the operator dared to venture, and 
cou d reach with the destructive ax. Sucha 
systim of tree torturing gud tree matilaiing 
could not be otherwise than destruciive 

[flere are importaut truths, forcibly put. 
foere is One point we should have made 
stronger, and that is, that the low branch 
trevs come juto beariag at an earlier age 
than others We think there can be no 
doub at all about this—it ought, therefore, 
in connection with other manifost advantages, 
‘o determine our treatment of truit trees, We 
commend Mr. Bacow’s renaiks to serious 
cousideration —[Ep Horticulturist.

There are other varieties of ap 
paratus, defying our ingenuity toname. The 
superintendent gets up new kinds when he 
needs them, and so the assortment incrcaces 
with the patients. There is no thumb screw 
shower buth, or semblance of any other state 
prisco torturiug machine, but evrything is 
ca'culated to attract and entertain the pa- 
tient ‘The “Movement Cure” must be ac 
counted a valuable auxiliary in our medicul

Arrangement of Orchard Trees. 

After having fixed the locatiin of the or- 
chard the next point c aiming the attention 
of the plan er is the number age aud va 
rie ies of the trees to be plan ed. 

Trees for permanent orchards should never 
be planted nearer than two rods apart each 
way,and even at this distance the larger and 
more spreading varieties will ultimately inter- 
lock their brauch:s On strong svils it is 
somelimes recc mmended to ivereasz tue dis 
tance to forty feet each way. 

The asual mode of arranging tree- for the 
orchard is in the square or quadrangular 
form, as follows :

square rods to each tree or forty trees to the 
acre. 

Another arrangement sometimes adopted 
is to plant the trees by fours as abore, adding 
intermediate rows, .8 follows:

This is probably the arvange:nent ree 
cum: d by the late A.J. Downing 1 bis 
Fruits and Fruit ‘lrees of America under the 
name of * Quivcunx,” and is as that word sig 
vities arranging by fives. It will however 
be observed that if the direction of the rows 
be taken in a diagonal line the arrangement 
differs in nothing from the one first proposed 
and at the ;repused distance apart will re 
quire the same number of trees Ww the acre oi 
grouud. 

Yet another mode of arrangement which 
has improperly recvived the name Quincunx 
is the placing of six trees «quidistaut from 
each other iu the form of a texagon with a 


seveuth oue in the centre, as fulluws:

Tois arrangement is preferable to the oth- 
er inasmuch as it distributes the trees more 
equally over the surface, each tree being 
equidis'an: from six otbers. It gives fiom 
thirty to forty tree to the acre, 





Having fixed up» the nuy ber of trees to 
be planted the next consid ration that dee 
mands attention is the varicties to be selected 
In this we have great need of caution. 

We ehould never be betrayed into the 
adoption of an unknown variety because it 
possesses ceriain desirable qualities, but we 
should insist upen a thereugh trial to de 
termine whether it hieles these qnalit'es per 
manently or whether it has not some serinas 
Crewbacks which fatcliy imjai its value for 
our pur; oes, Nor yet is it safe to condemn 
a@ vatiety because we disecver such draw- 
backs, especially if such varicty sball have 
already established a character elsewhere 

Tie wanis of yrowers pod consumers and 
the success or fuilure of varieties in « ifferen: 
|. calities are so varied that no list t' at exo 
be constructed will prove reliube as an im 
plicit guide. The planter however will do 
well pot to neglect their re-ommendatio 
and while be sicud only adopt with the 
greatest caution varieties not included i: 
such lists, those that are so included may b 
recived with great readiness wi ere their pe 
culiar qualitics are such as to fit them fur the 
purpose for which they may be intended.
